+ Washington, D. C., Sept. 24.—Fur- 
ther tncreases in express rates averag- 
ing 13.5 per cent were approved today 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. The increases, which apply to 
class and commodity rates, make’ a 
total increase of 26 per cent granted 
the express companies within the last 
few months. 


The express companies had asked for 
additional increases u pto 1) per cent. 
The only exceptions made “in the new 
rates are in the case of milk and cream 
shipments. 

For the first six months of this year 
the express companies lost approxi- 
mately $21,000,000, according to their 
report to the commission. The per- 
centage ratio of expense to earnings 
increased from 109 to 113 per cent ap- 
proximately over 1919, the report said,

| BY ELIA W. PEATTIE 
Appleton & Co. have issued 
with admirable timeliness a 
translation of those intimate 
@ Memoirs of the Empress Eu- 
scale,” prepared by the Comte Fleury, 
member of the imperial household 
of Napoleon III. The absence of full 
explanatory notes makes it impossible 
for the present reviewer to give 2 his- 
tory of thése memoirs, but from certain 
references in the book they appear to 
have been completed ten or eleven 
years ago, and to have been given to 
the public at that time. 
. The memoirs are prepared by one 
who was a sincere and indeed almost 
fanatic adherent of Napoleon III, and 
‘his empress, and the impression con- 
veyed throughout the two copious vol- 
umes is that here were two persons 
who, whatever their personal ambition 
might be, gave their first consideration 
to France and labored early and late 
for the preservation of her peace, the 
development of her arts and industries, 
and the betterment of her people. 
The reviewer is handicapped by the. 
refusal of the publishers to permit quo-| 
tations. Were such permission granted 
it. would be int resting to quote from 
several chapterd but more particularly 
(from the- one in which the Comte 
Fleury defends the empress against the

BY A FISHERMAN 


‘The body of Mrs. Anna Mitchell 
Jones, wife of “Jack” Jones; head of 
the Dill Pickle club, was recovered 
from Lake Michigan by fishermen yes- 
terday off Port Washington, Wis. Mrs. 
Jones, a New York portrait painter, 
whom the radical leader married in 
August shortly after his divorce from 
Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, the.“ Socialist 
Joan of Arc,” was drowned on Sept. 11 
when Jones’ home made power dory, 
in which the two were spending their 
honeymoon, capsized during a storm.
